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ORDER RELATING TO THE 


COPY of an Order amending the Scale of Fees, Costs, and Charges 
payable to Counsel and Solicitors in Ejectments for Non-Payment 
of Rent in Civil Bill Courts in Ireland. 


Whereas by an Act of the 50th and 51st Victoria, chapter 33, intituled 
the “ Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887,” it is enacted that on the passing, of the 
said Act the authority mentioned in the 84th section of the “ County Officers 
and Courts (Ireland) Act, 1877,” shall amend the existing scale of fees, costs, 
and charges to be paid to counsel and solicitors in ejectment for non-payment 
of rent in the Civil Bill Courts, so that the total fees, costs, and charges in any 
such ejectment as between party and pat ty shall, so far as may be practicable 
and reasonable, not exceed the total fees, costs, and charges between party and 
party, according to the scale for the time being in force, of such fees, costs, 
and charges in ordinary civil bills, as if such ejectment were an ordinary civil 
bill, and the annual rent of the holding for which such ejectment is brought was 
the amount sued for or recovered respectively in such ordinary civil bill. 

And whereas by the said 84th section of the “ County Officers and Courts 
(Ireland) Act, 1877,” it is enacted that the Lord Chancellor, with the concur- 
rence of the county coart judges and the chairmen of quarter sessions in Ireland, 
or any five of them, to be selected or nominated as in the said Act is provided, 
should frame, and from time to time amend, a scale of fees, costs, and charges 
to be paid to counsel and solicitors in suits and proceedings in tlie Civil Bill 
Courts, and that such scale or amended scale, certified under the hands of the 
Lord Chancellor, and any five of such county court judges and chairmen of 
quarter sessions, should, from and after such day as should be fixed thereby, 
be in force in every Civil Bill Court. 

And whereas the following five of the county court judges and chairmen of 
quarter sessions were duly selected, that is to say : T. de Moleyns, Sir F. W. 
Brady, J. C. Neligan, R. Fergnson, and T. A. Purcell. 

Now I, The Right Honourable Edward, Baron Ashbourne, Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland, with the concurrence of the said T. de Moleyns, Sir F. W. Brady, 
J. C. Neligan, R. Ferguson, and T. A. Purcell, so selected as aforesaid, and in 
pursuance of the powers given by the said recited Acts, have amended the 
existing scale of fees, costs, and charges, payable to counsel and solicitors in 
ejectments for non-payment of rent, and have framed the scale of fees, costs, 
and charges contained in the Schedule hereto as the scale of fees, costs, and 
charges to be paid to counsel and solicitors in ejectments for non-payment of 
rent in the Civil Bill Courts in Ireland, as between party and party- And I, the 
said Right Honourable Edward Baron Ashbourne, and we the said T. de 
Moleyns, Sir F. W. Brady, J. C. Neligan, R. Ferguson, and T. A. Purcell! do 
hereby, under our hands, certify such scale of fees, costs, and charges, and do 
hereby fix that from and after the 10th day of September 1887 they shall be in 
force in every Civil Bill Court in Ireland.
